EXPAND CAPACITY AND KNOWLEDGE 


Approach: 


Entrepreneurs require education and training, including in business, accounting, 
finance, and computer skills. For enterprises to expand, entrepreneurs require an 
educated, skilled, and appropriately-trained workforce. 

CISCO ENTREPRENEUR INSTITUTE: 

USAID's partnership with Cisco will provide entrepreneurship education in up to 
ten countries initially. The content will be localized, translated to local languages, 
and delivered over an open source, Web and media-enabled platform to allow for 
in-person and remote learning. The content will range from starting and growing a 
business to the use of internet technologies to drive business growth. The 
partnership will target women, youth, and other underserved populations. 

ENTREPRENEURSHIP EDUCATION AND MENTORING 
THROUGH BUSINESS VOLUNTEERS: 

USAID will mentor enterprises (particularly female-led) in Muslim-majority 
countries through volunteers with practical business experience from the U.S. and 
other countries. USAID will seek to establish two regional centers for 
programming business volunteers. 

WORKFORCE DEVELOPMENT: 

USAID intends to partner with local governments, the private sector, and NGOs to 
unveil an array of broad-based workforce development initiatives and job skills 
training. This program will initially target both unemployed, unskilled youth and 
unemployed skilled professionals in six countries: West Bank/Gaza, Indonesia, 
Pakistan, Morocco, Egypt, and Jordan.
